But 
where horses are kept more for service than 
for show, we think they had better dispense 
with the blanket. Keeping them constantly 
covered makes them tender and liable to 
take cold. Better give them a warm stable, 

lenty of straw for bed , and good food. 
When the are to stand for any length of 
time out in a cold winter's day, they 
should have blankets. And so when they 
come in from work steaming hot, the 
should be allowed to stand a short time u 
they have partially cooled off; then the 
blanket should be put on foran hour. Be 
careful and not delay putting on the blanket 
until they have become chilled. 

PREPARING NEW BARRELS For Use.— 
President Starr of the Alton Horticultural 
Society, says, to prepare new oak barrels for 
wine or cider, use one pound of alum and 
four or five pounds of salt to four buckets- 
ful of water; heat boiling hot, and put one 
bucket ata time in the barrel; rinse tho- 
roughly; let it stand an hour, turn it out 
and repeat the operation with another 
bucketful. Finally rinse with cold water 
and fumigate with sulphur, and all will be 
right.

An EconoMICAL AND VERY DeLIctIovs 
Way or Cooxine A Rasptt.—Take a nice 
fresh rabbit, cut it im slices, and fry it 
brown with some slices of pickled pork and 
some onions shred fine. When nice and 

| brown, take it out of the frying-pan and put 
it in a stewpan with water sufficient to 
cover it; pepper and salt to taste; thicken 
with some flour and butter; add forcemeat 
balls, but be sure not to put the fat out of 
the frying-pan. Let the gravy be about the 
thickness of a very rich cream. 

GaAvuFFRres,—Take six new-laid eggs, one 
half pound of fresh butter, one-half pint of 
cream, one-half pound of flour, a little 
yeast, and the rind of alemon. Beat up the 
yolks of the six eggs with the butter, and 
add the cream, the flour, a teaspoonful of 
yeast, a little salt, a little rose-water, and 
the grated rind of one lemon. Mix all by 
beating up the batter thoroughly, and set it 
in a warm place, to rise, foran hour. Whisk 
up the whites of the six eggs and mix them 
with the batter, and bake the gauffres over 
a small stove till they are crisp. 

ArrLe Cnekse.—Take equal weights of 
apples and sugar; boil the sugar in water, 
take oif the scum as it rises, and when it 1s 
clear, put in the apples with some lemon- 
juice and peel, and boil until it is all of 4 
proper thickness, 

A CREAM For THIS CnEESE.—To a pint 
of cream oz new milk put the yolks of two 


eggs, a stick of cinnamon, a spoonful of
